Both are viewed as promis- 
ing biocontrol methods to help 
eradicate the tree. If the fungus 
studies prove successful, the 
bugs may be used to help trans- 
port the fungus throughout 
melaleuca forests.

Spenders VS. Savers: Who'll Win The Battle. 


In the aftermath of President-elect Clinton's 
announcement of his mixed-bag economic team 
and his high-visibility economic summit, a num- 
ber of questions beg to be asked regarding the 
Clinton gang and the Capitol crowd. Can the 


deficit-cutters live with the stimulus packagers? - 


Who will win? Why? 

For now, avid deficit-cutters--such as Office of 
Management and Budget officials Leon Panetta 
and Alice Rivlin-are. peaceably coexisting with 
Clinton appointees favoring spending-based 
"investment" strategies, most notably Robert 
Reich, who heads the Department of Labor. The 
politicians on the team, who clearly were chosen 
for their process skills, Sen. Lloyd Bentsen leaps 


_ to mind, have not yet tipped their hands as to 


which side they will support. 

It's safe to say that the spenders, not the 
savers, are the odds-on favorites when the going 
inevitably gets tough. But if they do win, it likely 
will be ‘more a consequence of budget dynamics 
in Congress than of the president-elect’s inabili- 
ty to keep his economic team cohesive. Here's 
why. 

For some time, congrésgional staff has had the 
capability of producing nearly instantaneous dis- 
trict-based impact analyses of any tax-and-spend 
proposal put before the House or Senate. Inside 
the Beltway, this is affectionately known as 
‘printout politics.’ 

Huge data bases exist that-can display the 
income, employment, age, gender, racial/ethnic 
and political characteristics of each congression- 
al district, For every tax change proposed by the 
president-elect, it is possible to calculate what 
the impact will be on the people and the econo- 
my of an individual member's home district. 

Even among congressional Democrats, there 
are vast differences in the profiles of the districts 
they represent. This often translates into 
markedly different policy preferences and priori- 
ties, especially when it comes to the "T-word"-- 
taxes. 

Thus all the hype about a friendly Democratic 
Congress ready to pass whatever President Clin- 
ton proposes will undoubtedly tiirn oùt tö be 
naively optimistic. The more complex the presi- 
dent's tax proposals, the less likely political par- 
ty affiliation will be the key determinant of how 
a Congress member votes. 

Congress will put a brake on the president's 
deficit-reduction proposals almost as soon as 
they hit the floor, especially those that could pos- 
sibly translate into less spending. 

Nothing will drive home the district-based 
nature of congressional budgetary decisions 
more than the fallout Clinton will observe from 
proposals designed to get entitlements " "under 
control.” 

For example, members from Florida-- 
Democrats and Republicans alike--will find it 
difficult to support proposals to change eligibility 
requirements or funding levels for Social Securi- 
ty and Medicare in light of the age profile of the 
state and the political clout of the elderly, For. 
those representing other districts and states, 
major entitlement stumbling blocks may be stu- 


dent loans, veterans’ disability payments, Medi- 
caid, home mortgage interest deductions or oth- f‘ 
er, equally popular sacred cows. 

Like it or not, cuts in these entitlements are 
the unavoidable major key to serious deficit 
reduction. 

This means, of course; that the reality of how 
policy proposals play in the home district will be 
of greater importance to most Congress members 
than affiliation when considering the president's 
plans. After all, Congress members get rewarded 4 
most by demonstrating what they can bring 
home ta the district, not by showing how they 
"saved" the American electorate at large through 
cutting of eliminating programs. 

There is virtually nothing a president of his 
econdmic team can do to change this political 
fact of life. Thus, Clinton, representing a vastly 
larger and more diverse constituency than indi- 
vidual gméembers, may find his proposals at log- 
gerheads with the congressional majority many @ 
expect to befriend him. 

Of the Clinton team, Bentsen is the most likely 
to understand‘and accept that. The academics 
and ideologues on the team will have more diffi-.° 
culty dealing with it. So will team members from 
the private sector who are used to rational eco- 
nomic arguments carrying the day in budget 
decision-making. 

The propensity to increase spending is not just (3 
a congressional phenomenon. It is often evident 
at the individual department or program level 
and is a product of-a long trend of expansion in 
the public sector. 

For years it has been.true that administrators 
who get the most respect and the highest 
salaries are those who head the largest depart- 
ments. The effect has been to create an incentive 
for public administrators to expand their opera- 
tions. © 

Our history of failing to reward administrators 
who may spend less than their departments’ 
total budgetary allocations. In far too many fed- 
eral agencies (state and local, too), there is still 
too much evidence of last-minute, high-volume, 
non-bid purchasing at the end of the fiscal:year. 

A good manager is perceived as-one who 
spends exactly what he has been allocated. In 
short, we have developed no clear means of (y 
rewarding administrators who run their opera- 
tions more efficiently. The "spend or lose it" prin- 
ciple prevails. 

We sorely lack any in-depth knowledge of how. 
to budget "in reverse." Unfortunately, it is 
unlikely that sound, effective budget retrench- 
ment techniques will emerge from the federal 
budgetary process. 

Balancing the budget is not required by law, 
and Congress itself has more motivationsto% 
spend it all, and then some, than’to raise taxes 
or cut popular programs and risk losing political 
capital back home. And with the economy,show- 
ing tentative signs of growth, Clinton's team 
may be loath to stymie it by introducing a'mean- 
ingful deficit-reduction package. 

It's not even a close call--the deficit-cutters 
loge again. Q
